There is good sound common-sense in these state- 
ments by one who has proved that he practises the vir- 
tues he preaches. For Mr. Dieterle’s complimentary 
reference to the work done by THE AMERICAN

dressing, we are duly grateful, but feel that we 
have done little more than our plain duty in the prem- 
ises,» For every representative of a great retail trade 
owes it as a duty to its constituency to point out that 
the old slipshod methods of doing business—the 
“junk shop” methods, as Mr. Dieterle graphically 
styles them—belong to the past and have no place 
in the present. Modern competition has relegated 
them to the rear, along with other handicaps, 
and twentieth-century merchandising demands up-to- 
date’ methods. Among.these the proper use of the 
show window occupies a most important place. It is 
too valuable an adjunct to be neglected.

THE RECENT slump in stocks, which threw Wall 
street into a temporary panic, but was followed by a 
sharp recovery and the steadying of 
é:Bacsing the stock market, has not been without 

Bugbear, tS good effect. For almost the first. 

time in history the merchants and manu- 
facturers and commercial classes of the country gen- 
erally regarded the Wall Street flurry from the cool, 
comfortable heights of indifference. They refused 
to be led into the belief that the slump in stocks 
meant any decline in general business, and the panic 
was therefore happily confined to the precincts of 
Wall. Street. 

It is a fortunate thing that we have reached that 
stage as an industrial people when. we can calmly 
differentiate between stock speculation and business 
enterprise. With the price of the metal copper at the 
highest point in its history, the price of copper stocks 
went tumbling and the price of the metal was unaf- 
fected. The latter is affected only by the inexorable 
laws of supply and demand, while the prices of stocks 
are too often governed by unnatural conditions and the 
caprices or private interests of speculators. 

There is, however, in the occurrence of even a tem- 
porary panic in the stock market some reason for 
serious consideration on the part of the business man. 
In the past such flurries have affected the business 


Wall Street 
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interests of the country, and it is possible that they 
may do so again. On this point The American Metal 
Market of New York says: 

“Is there not a chance of a fire being lighted that 
may involve the business interests of the country? We 
have seen this happen before. How can such a vio- 
lent depreciation and lack of confidence in the securi- 
ties of the railroads, mines, and large mantifacturing 
interests continue without affecting the community, 
first sentimentally, later actually and seriously? 

“The business situation has apparently been proved 
sound, and manufacturers were never more actively 
and profitably employed than they are to-day in sup- 
plying the actual needs and requirements of the coun- 
try, with no element of speculation in the demand for 
manufactures. This is particularly true of the iron, 
steel and allied trades.” 

The American Metal Market in declaring these 
sound conditions to exist, practically answers its own 
questions as to the possible effect upon the business 
situation of “bear raids” or “conflicts of big interests” 
. in Wall Street. Its implied warning is nevertheless 
timely, for if the demoralization of stocks were to be 
repeated to the point of lessening the public confi- 
dence in the general business outlook, the very fact 
that prices of commodities have been forced by the 
demand to a high level would make a business de- 
pression all the more serious. The higher the prices, 
the greater would be the fall thereof. 








During the past year some large contracts have 
been placed by the railroads of the United States for 
the construction of steel cars, and such

tor cars are rapidly passing out of the ex- 
Railroads. Pctimental stage. Any change in rail- 
road material that will tend to minimize 
the loss of life and property in collisions and wrecks 


will be welcomed with much satisfaction, not only | 


by those who are directly interested financially but 
by the. general public. 

There is no doubt that the steel Pullman car is an 
improvement over its predecessors and the lessening 
‘of the amount of inflammable material in all passen- 
ger cars is a consummation devoutly to be wished. 

Railroad officials have spent much time of late in 
experiments with steel flat cars, steel postal and bag- 
gage cars, and steel passenger coaches of all grades, 
and they are now devoting much attention to steel 
box cars. Large orders for such cars are expected to 
be placed shortly by some of the leading railroads of 
the country. The Union Pacific Railroad Company 
is the pioneer in the use of the steel box car and the 
Eastern railroads are said to have instructed their 
motive power officials to watch carefully the experi- 
ments of the Union Pacific. 

It is said that the new steel box car weighs 37,800 
pounds, or only about seven-eighths of the weight of 
the standard box car in use on Western roads. The 
two cars have practically the same cubic content, but 
the steel car possesses a decided advantage, besides 
the saving of weight, in its proved rigidity. The sides 
of the steel car have all the members rigidly attached 
to each other and thus support a great deal of the 
load which in the wooden car is supported by longi- 
tudinal sills, The body frame of the wooden box car 
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has always been more or less of a failure as a truss to 
carry part of the load between bolsters, and sagging 
of the car, involving more or less danger, thas been 
frequent. 

It is gradually coming to be recognized that the 
steel construction can be profitably carried above the 
under frame of the car. While it is true that. the 
expense of repairs for steel box cars when damaged 
will be greater than for cars of the wooden vafiety, 
the all-metal car is expected to require repairs less 
trequently and to last a longer time. 

in an age of steel the latest development in car 
building is not a surprising one. It was rather to be 
expected and if it lessens disaster it will be truly 
welcome. 








One of the things persistently drilled into us by all 
our preachers is the advisability of frequent self-ex- 
A Profitable amination. We are told not only to let 
Study for conscience have full sway and govern 
Hardware our conduct at all times, but also to take 
Cterks. a day off, so to speak, every once in a 
while and devote it to a careful examination of our 
inner selves. This perennial precept of the preachers 
can be applied with great advantage in the hardware 
store, the tinshop, and all retail marts of trade. 

It would be a mighty good thing, for instance, not 
only for the employer but for the hardware clerk him- 
self, if every clerk would submit himself occasionally 
to a conscientious self-examination upon his knowl- 
edge of the goods in stock and other matters pertain- 
ing to the business in which he is engaged. There is 
too much perfunctory service in this world—too 
much “holding jobs” with the minimum amount of 
work required for that purpose—and it is one of the 
great grievances of the average storekeeper that he 
cannot get clerks to take the personal interest in the 
goods on sale which will make them of the greatest 
value as salesmen. ; 

It would be well worth while for every hardware 
clerk to study the goods in stock so that he can talk 
intelligently of their manufacture, of the raw ma- 
terials from which they are made, of the various 
grades and styles in which they are produced, of the 
points of difference between the products of various 
manufacturers, and of the points of superiority of the 
goods his employer handles. The simplest facts 
about the manufacture of the goods he sells.or tries 
to sell are often unknown to the clerk because he has 
not taken the trouble to learn about them and does 
not seem to care to do so. 

Every conscientious clerk should inform himself 
of the place and method of production of the articles 
he handles from day to day. If built on the right 
plan he should find the pursuit of such knowledge in- 
teresting to him. It will make him more valuable to 
his employer, and more valuable to himself. Custom- 
ers are not slow in finding out who among the clerks 
in a store can talk informingly of the goods on sale, 
and this particular clerk will soon be’ singled out for 
patronage by particular customers. In the conscien- 
tious pursuit and dissemination of knowledge regard- 
ing the goods his employer offers for sale, the clerk 
lays a good foundation for his own future success 
in business.

“The hardware men here have taken the agency for a 
new type of oi! burner which beats anything yet put out. The 
fuel used is what was formetly considered a waste product.

THOSE SOUTHERN STOVE RUMORS. 


Regarding the persistent rumors of a consolidation 
of important stove interests in southern territory, the 
Birmingham, Alabama, News of recent date says: 

“Ne'ther of the stove works in the immediate Birm- 
ingham district will join in the proposed stove com- 
bination or consolidated company which is reported as 
forming by Atlanta parties. The information is fur- 
nished by a man in-a position to know. There are 
two large stove works in the district, with a smaller 
foundry doing general work in that line, but not con- 
sidered strictly a stove plant. The two large factories 
are located on Fifth avenue, near Thirty-fourth street, 
and at Avondale. 

“According to a statement made a few days ago per- 
sons in Atlanta are working for a consolidated stove 
company, with headquarters in the Georgia city. Plants 
located in Birmingham, Chattanooga, Sheffield or 
Florence, Atlanta, and one other place, were to be in- 
cluded in the organization. The capital stock was 
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mentioned at $3,000,000, the greater portion of which 
would be located in Atlanta. 

“An official of one of the local foundries said: “The 

Birmingham plants are not going into the pool. While 
a consolidated company might be formed within the 
pale of the law, the local concerns appear to be doing 
as well as they could expect and would hardly gain 
much by going into a larger company.’ 
_ “The Southern Stove . Manufacturers’ Association 
will hold a regular quarterly meeting in Birmingham 
shortly and it is likely.that the-plans of the proposed 
consolidated concern will come out. No information 
will be given out now as to the business to be trans- 
acted, 

“The stove market is said to be pretty strong right 
now and the plants will be kept busy for some time 
with the orders on hand or in sight. Prices are up 
on account of the strong pig iron market and no decid- 
ed change is looked for in the near future.” 


REPORT OF THE STEEL CORPORATION. 








The fifth annual report of the United States Steel 
Corporation, covering the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1906, is now being distributed to the stock- 
holders. It is signed by President William E. Corey 
and Chairman Elbert H. Gary of the board of 
directors, 

Reviewing the year the report says that the busi- 
ness of the subsidiary companies reached a new level, 
exceeding all previous operating and production rec- 
ords. The average prices received during the year 
for all steel products shipped to the domestic trade 
exceeded by 5.3 per cent the average received in 1905, 
but were about 8 per cent lower than the prices which 
prevailed in 1902. The uses for steel, the report says, 
have been increasing since the organization of the 
Corporation, wages have been largely increased and 
freight rate raised, but it has been decided by the 
management of the Steel Corporation and its subsi- 
diary companies to make no advance in prices at this 
time. The effort has been to obtain prices sufficient 
to assure net earnings permitting of a maintenance 
of the physical condition of the properties at a modern 
standard of efficiency, returning a fair rate of interest 
on capital, and yielding a reasonable surplus as a re- 
serve or for use in protecting and strengthening the 
properties. so as to retain a fair position in the trade. 

At the close of the year the tonnage of unfilled 
orders on the books equaled 8,489,718 tons of all 
kinds of manufactured ‘steel and iron products. 

Export shipments during the year amounted to 1,- 
079,319 tons of various products, an increase of 13 per 
cent over the tonnage shipped in previous years. 

The total earnings for the year 1906 were $156,- 
624,273 and the total earnings for the five years of the 
Corporation’s existence, from 1902 to 1906 inclusive, 
have reached the enormous total of $592,068,367. 

Since the organization of the Corporation there has 
been expended for additional property, new construc- 
tion and extraordinary replacements, the sum of 
$200.575,000. 

The report refers to the extensive plans made for 
improvements at Gary, Indiana, and elsewhere and 
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states that it is proposed to establish a fund to pro- 
vide pensions for employes.

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IMPORTS OF MICA FROM INDIA. 








The export of mica from India to the United States 
is increasing, and America is likely to become one of 
India’s best customers for this commodity. The to- 
tal production of mica in India during the year 1905 
amounted to 25,641 hundredweight, of the value of 
$421,975. In the same. year the exports of Indian 
mica rose to 133,159 hundredweight, as against only 
18,250 hundredweight in 1904. The total value of 
the exports, $710,040, against $415,915, did not rise 
in 1906 in the same ratio, owing to the fact that in 
Bengal the mica now being mined is of very inferior 
quality. In the Madras Presidency the industry is 
expanding steadily, the number of mines having in- 
creased from 56 in 1904 to 87 in 1905. Present pro- 
duction is chiefly confined to Bengal and Madras, but 
2,760 hundredweight were produced in the Ajmere 
district of Rajputana during the year. Mica of fair 
quality has also been reported to occur in the Kish- 
engarh State of Rajputana, but does not appear to 
have been mined as yet. Of the production of 1905, 
Bengal contributed 14,601 hundredweight and Madras 
8,280 hundredweight. The prevailing prices of mica 
in Calcutta ranged during 1906 from $1.38 per pound 
for one shipment of clear ruby down to 13 cents per 
pounds for shipments.of stained ruby.

INSPIRE CONFIDENCE. 





The variation in net profits shown by different stores 
is exceedingly wide. Of two stores on the same street, 
with approximately the same investment and same 
lines, one may yield 15 per cent for its owner after all 
expenses are paid, and the other a bare living. 

The difference is not in the prices at which goods 
ire sold. All items in the two stores may be priced on 
the same general basis. The difference lies rather in 
the fact that one store enjoys the confidence of the 
people so that they buy from it with little shopping 
those goods on which all retail stores make good 
prafits. The other does not. Both stores handle such 
goods. But one sells many of them; the other, few. 

The latter store lacks the confidence of its people. 
Something in its policy of advertising or the personal- 
ity of its owner inspires them with distrust, and they 
buy from it only those goods on which prices are posi- 
tively cheaper than they can get elsewhere. 

Good service pays. People will not deliberately pay 
extra for courteous treatment, quick delivery and a 
clean store. But they will do what amounts to the 
sarge 'thing—reward the store which gives them good 
service by going there for merchandise on which better 
profits than usual are possible. 

When in doubt whether or not you should take a cer- 
tain step, ask yourself, “Will it tend to injure the con- 
fidence the people have in the store?” If the answer is 
yes, no immediate profit will make the step a winning 
one in the long run. 

Get the confidence of your people and they will for- 
give with a smile a host of mistakes, any one of which 
would cause them to quit some less well-liked store in 
disgust. It is as difficult for the store which enjoys 
the confidence of its people to do business so poorly as 
not to make a profit as it is for the other type of store 
to do enough smart things to keep from falling behind. 
—House Furnishing Review.

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SECOND-HAND TOOL STORES. 


In every large city will be found one or more places 
where second-hand or junk tools are sold. Tools of 
all descriptions adapted to every branch of mechanics 
can be bought at prices ranging from one cent up; 
a good-sized paint brush brings two cents, a carpen- 
ter’s hammer five cents, a pick or shovel twenty-five 
cents, a rip saw ten cents, and so on. The average 
price is less than one-tenth what the new article would 
cost. Some of the stuff in the motley collection comes 
from unredeemed pawns, some from junk dealers and 
a good deal from parties of whom “no questions are 
asked.” Frequently quite valuable tools and instru- 
ments are offered for a mere song, as most of the 
customers want the tools of ordinary use requiring 
less skill to handle.—Popular Mechanics. 
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J. P. TALCOTT ON «SHELF DISPLAYS,” 








An able paper on “Shelf Displays,’ prepared by 
Mr. J. P. Talcott of Williams, Iowa, was read by Mr. 
A. W. Ross of the same town at the last annual con- 
vention of the Iowa hardware dealers. In, substance, 
it was as follows: 


I am to write of shelf display; with your secretary's 
permission to include any other kind of display usually found 
in a just and lawfully constituted hardware store. 


Thére are a great variety of displays found in the ordi- 
nary hardware stores located in the smaller towns and vil- 
lages. The greater number of hardware dealers are so situ- 
ated, along the different lines of railroads. Hardly a town is 
so small that it does not have at least two merchants selling 
hardware. The writer is located in one of these little places 
of 500 people and what follows will be from the standpoint 
of a village hardware man. 

The poorest place to display hardware is on the shelf. 
“Laid on the shelf” is a slang expression meaning “down 
and out.” Piling hardware in pasteboard boxes on the old- 
fashioned shelf with nothing to show what the box contains 
but the printed label on the box means the loss of a great 
deal of business in builder’s hardware, carpenter and all other 
kinds of tools (except farm tools). The greater number 
of small articles of hardware can all be sampled and make 
themselves known by being kept in either the Warren style 
of glass front boxes or attached to the front of a box made 
by almost any fixture company. 

I prefer boxes made in sections with a sliding glass door 
in front of each section. The sample stands out more prom- 
inently, you can see more of them at a glance and there is 
no shadow cast on them at night by artificial light. The 
boxes can be arranged and sized to fit any kind of hardware, 
with sections having hooks and racks for tools, guns, etc. 
These sections should be no higher than can be reached while 
standing on the floor. 


TABLES FOR TINWARE, ETC. 


Tinware, enameled ware, nickel-plated goods and all 
bulky goods are better displayed and much easier .handled 
when kept on tables. Underneath these tables you can keep 
the galvanized goods, tubs, baskets, cans, etc., but as none 
of us have the required amount of room for tables enough 
to hold all of this kind of stock, we naturally have to put it 
on shelves. With the aid of a good rolling ladder, one that 
reaches from floor to ceiling, the space from the top of the 
hardware section to the ceiling can be used for storing and 
displaying these articles. There is an opportunity right here 
to show the value of system and order. This class of goods 
can be made quite attractive by being nicely arranged accord- 
ing to kind, size, color, etc. Don’t have a part of them with 
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Store here. 


spouts in front and part with handles out. Be sure and not 
mix the stock. 

Cutlery, silverware and smaller gootls belong in floor 
cases. The old-fashioned show-case on the counter is clear 
out of date. It wastes room and has little capacity. Floor 
cases hold a large amount of stock and display it to the very 
best possible advantage. Pocket cutlery should be shown 
without boxes, with. blades open and prices marked on each 
piece in plain figures. Razors and shears take the same 
treatment. Table cutlery, carvers and silverware are more 
readily handled in connection with the boxes that they 
come in. : 

A- good, double-decked nail counter with large pockets 
placed in the most convénient part of the store will handle 
all the nails and give you plenty of space for wrapping up 
goods. It’s all the counter needed. Shovels, spades, rakes, 
forks, etc., are well displayed on iron hooks fastened to a 
side wall with a rack underneath for extra handles and the 
usual supply of wood stock. Some manufacturers furnish 
display stands that are. well adapted to showing off their 
line. These should be taken advantage of whenever possible. 


HOW TO DISPLAY STOVES. 


Whiie stoves do not come under the head of shelf goods 
yet your secretary said: “Include anything in the store.” 
The hardware merchants in the larger towns and cities use 
a stationary platform on which to display their sample 
stoves. With a large assortment and several lines, I expect 
this is the best way. It probably sets off the stove or range 
to better advantage than any other method. But the castors 
and trucks or castor wheels also have their good points. In 
this way the stove stands-more nearly as it will in your 
customer’s home when set up ready to use; the size will not 
seem smaller than sample and no disappointment will result 
on that score. They can be easily moved when showing 
them, all sides brought in view, and in sweeping. You can 
also wheel it to the door, selling the sample, making room 
for a fresh, clean sample. The farmer, and he is the prin- 
cipal customer in the country towns, comes to town bringing 
his wife along and they are ready to load the stove as soon 
as the deal is made. They prefer to take the very same 
stove picked out. 

One of the most important displays in. connection with 
the stove business is a large tag showing the selling price. 
We put the name, number, cost and selling price and line for 
buyer’s name on each tag. The tag is filed away:for reference 
when the stove is sold. Once a year tags are copied into a 
record book. 

The selling price in large, plain figures should appear on 
every article in the store that can be marked. It gives con- 
fidence to the purchaser when you are not afraid to let 
everyone know your price. When your goods are so marked 
then show your ability as a salesman by getting absolutely 
just what your mark says the article is worth. The display 
of good, hard, common sense and honesty mixed with sys- 
tem and, last but not least, cleanliness, is after all one of the 
main displays. A clean, well-ordered store, with polite clerks, 
is a strong card. There is no good reason why a hardware 
store should not be as attractive as a dry goods or drug 
store. The man im overalls and the lady in calico appreciate 
a clean, well-kept .store just as much as the man with the 
high hat and the lady in silk.

RETAIL PROFITS IN PAINTS. 





Generally speaking, we are much gratified with the 
knowledge that the retail paint trade is very largely in 
the hands of men who recognize that the. first essential 
to a healthy condition in any business is the covering 
of operating or fixed charges out of gross profits of 
the business. And furthermore, that they recognize 
that actual or net profit begins only after this charge 
has been safely covered, 

Every successful merchant who is in constant touch 
with the details of his business, should be able to esti- 
mate with reasonable accuracy the fixed charges which 
he must add to his purchase costs to get his complete 
costs. 

We regret, however, to learn from time to time that 
some of our loyal agents are handicapped in some 
parts of the country by a demoralized condition in the 
local situation, affecting retail prices of paint, by 
having as competitors, merchants who do not prop- 
erly appreciate the necessity of figuring an operating 
charge. As a consequence they are selling paint, as 
well as other goods, at a ridiculously low price. Some 
of our agents have succeeded in overcoming this con- 
dition by a frank discussion of the issue with their 
competitors. A more healthy condition has invariably 
followed, resulting in greater profit and satisfaction to 
all concerned.

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NEW SYSTEM OF TURPENTINING. 








Ever since the government Forest Serviee intro- 
duced the cup and gutter system of turpentining, 
which lessens the injury done the trees in the process 
of bleeding, experiments have been carried on toward 
still further reducing the wound inflicted in harvesting 
turpentine crops. .The common practice in chipping 
the trees is still to cut the trunks so deeply to form 
the “face,” from which the résin exudes, and to cut 
so many faces on each tree, that the life of the tree is 
shortened unnecessarily and waste results. After a 
study of this practice it was found by,experiment that 
the resin ducts within a quarter of an inch of the sur- 
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1ace of the wood are leabie; more numerous, and more 
free-flowing than those lying deeper. Two questions 
then suggested themselves: First, whether shallowe: 
chipping. might not secure at least an equal crop, and ar 
the same time prolong the, productive life of the tree ; 
and, second, whether more profit-would not be found 
in cropping only the maturer’ trees. 

To answer these questions experiments have been 
begun near Jacksonville, Fla., on 40,000 trees, or 
five crops of 8,000 trees each, including all sizes from 
six inches in diameter upward.. One crop was worked 
in the ordinary way, both as to height and depth of 
the faces chipped and the number of faces cut upon 
each tree. This served as a standard by which to 
measure results obtained from the novel methods 
triediin the four others. With the first experimental 
crop the chipping was reduced to half the ordinary 
depth ; in the second, to half the ordinary height ; and 
in the third; to half both the ordinary height and 
depth. In the fourth experimental crop, limited to 
trees 10 inches and over im diameter, the chippings 
were Of ordinary size, and in the standard crop, but 
all trees between 10 and 16 inches in diameter had not 
more than two faces, whereas the usual practice is to 
chip more faces on trees of these sizes. In addition, 
an innovation was made in this crop by chipping 
somewhat narrower faces on the smaller trees and 
somewhat wider ones on the larger, so as to preserve 
a more. constant ratio than commonly between the 
width of the. faces:and the girth of the trees. 

It is too soon to attempt a statement in exact figures 
of the results already secured, and final determination 
must wait until the experiments shall have run for the 
regular commercial period of three or four years. 
The yield for this year points, however, to the follow- 
ing conclusions ; 

Reducing the size of the face by one-half in height 
or depth will give’ an eéqual first-year yield and a 
larger total yield for the wcrking period. 

Reducing the size of the face one-half in both height 
and depth will materially increase the annual yield, 
owing to the lessened injury to the vitality of the 
ree. 

Crops of the larger-sized trees with fewer aad 
si:aller faces will produce a considerably larger an- 
nual, yield than ordinary crops, in which large and 
small trees are chipped severely and the latget trees 
have, more, faces. 

Thus the conservative method will insure the best 
annual vield and the best total yield for the working 
period. The most important gain, however, is likely 
to be found in the longer period during which the 
trees can be cropped, :It is believed that by cropping 
the larger trees only and reducing the size and num- 
ber of faces the cropping can continue for eight or 
ten years, by which time the smaller trees will be ready 
to take their place. Thus the same area will supp!, 
the operator indefinitely, and the turpentine industry 
will be greatly prolonged without destroying the 
Ala., Journal.

KNACK IN USING TOOLS. 





‘‘Liook’ at that young’ fellow killing himself over that 
casting,” said the "foreman. “He ‘pointed to a young 
man who Was smoothing away the seam ona gray iron 
casting with a heavy rasp file.‘ The casting was” fast- 
ened securely in a visé, and the young ‘man’s tense 
arms, set jaw, and wet forehead showed how he was 
exerting himself. It was a hard sos se. and the seam 
wore away slowly. 

“Now, that-man is quite sure that: he has pate an. 
awful hard job,” continued the. foreman. “He is new 


bad job, too. He’s pretty near right, also, for the way 


he’s wcrking at that bench is enough to make a man * 


sick of things. He goes home every: night tired to 
death, and he’s getting to hate his work cofdially. And 
he'll continue to do the same until he gets the knack 
of doing it in the right way—the way that makes light 
work of it—like the fellow at the fourth bench.” - 

The fellow at the fourth bench was doing the same 
kind of work as the man first alluded to, but he was 
holding his head up high and whistling merrily as he 
worked. His casting was just as .hard, his file as 
heavy, but so easily did he draw and push his rasp to 
and fro over the seam that, had it not been for the gray 
shavings that came off with each movement, it would 
have been difficult to believe that he was exerting any 
pressure on his tool, But he was_actually working 
faster than the other man; where the other completed 
three pieces, this man turned out five. The only dif- 
ference was that he had “the knack of deing it.” 

The difference in their methods was startling, con- 
sidering the narrow scope for ingenuity to manifest 
itself in such work. The new man gripped his file as 
if he wished to bury the steel in his palm; his arms 
were flexed, the muscles swelling with their tautness, 
and the biceps ran up and down quiveringly from the 
strain put on them. For he depended entirely upon 
the strength of his arms to do the work; he was put- 
ting all the energy in them, and in them alone, upon 
that file. 

The old man, the skilled workman, gripped his file 
loosely, scarcely closing his fingers upon it. He used 
his grip merely to. steer it against the seam. His arms 
swurig freely, almost loosely, back and forth. None 
of his muscles was greatly exerted. He simply leaned 
the weight of his body on the file, swinging it to and 
fro with a light body mction that was the. merest play 


to him, and he was quite sure that his job was a 


“cinch,” provided you had the “knack of doing it.” 

“Some get the knack in a hurry,” said the foreman. 
“The bright, snappy fellows are on to it within a few 
days. The fellow who doesn’t use his eyes and his 
brains sometimes never gets it until you take and kick 
it into him. There is a big difference in the way men 
work, a mighty big difference.” 

And ‘surely there is, says Jonas Howard in The 
Workers’ Magazine. It is not only in the case.of the 
man with the file, although it is possible that one may 
search far and earnestly without finding a better illus- 
tration of the value of “the knack.” All of the trades 
afford opportunities for seeing just how much it is 
wcerth a man to know how to do his work.. While in 
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many trades the work is of a nature to tax the body 
to the limit there possibly is none of them in which 
expertness and skill may not be acquired to a degree 
that minimizes that physical strain of the work. 

_ The beginner in most crafts usually is positive that 
his work is terribly hard. Even if he is exceptionally 
strong the eight hour grind each day will tell on him. 
He gces home in the evening stiff and sore as to mus- 
cie and with his store of energy considerably depieted, 
and often he wonders whether he will be able to “stick” 
it out, ” or fail. Gradually he begins to observe that 


_ the work grows light He is less tired at night 
to shop work, and he is almost ready to.give itup as: A! work gpcey lighter. (lig ia teee-tired s — 


he was a few weeks back, and he does not look. upon 
his work .with aversion. Presently it is nothing but 
play to’-him, the only drawback being that it is monot- 
onous. Then he has acquired the skill of the finished 
workman.and does his work with a minimum of effort. 


The carpenter is a craftsman who soon learns how 
to do this. The manner in which a skilled, intelligent 
carpenter uses'a hammer amounts to a science. The 
weight of the tool, the location of the nail, the natural 
swing of the arm, the number of blows necessary— 
all are combined in the knowledge that makes the 
workman instinctively do his work as easily as it can 
be done. The difference between the amateur driving 
a nail and the old workman doing the same is the dif- 
ference between the layman and the artist. One, two, 
three, four, five, six blows the amateur will strike, 
each .one delivered with all the force he can muster, 
and half of the time the nail will be bent, driven 
crooked, or otherwise damaged. One, two, three blows 
the artist strikes, easily and apparently with little force 
behind them, and the nail is driven as well as a ma- 
chine could do it. 

In tising.a.saw,the same facts apply, only more so. 
A beginner will “kill” himself more quickly with a 
saw than with any other.small tool. More wasted 
powercan be exerted in sawing a board or plank than 
in any other operation of the kind. But the man with 
the knack would:as’ soon saw wood as not. 

Even into. so'small a matter as a hand or breast 
drill does the problem of skill enter. The beginner 
pushes with might and main on the drill, while as a 
matter of fact after._a certain amount of pressure, 
enough to make the point take hold of the wood, any 
weight on this tool actually retards its work, not to 
mention the energy wasted by the workman applying 
it. 

Pérhaps the iron riveter is the most practiced of all 
workmen in the matter of saving himself.. He is this 
because he has to be. Usually he works with a long, 
heavy hammer, and he works rapidly, for rivets cool 
quickly-and they must be pounded into shape before 
they have returned to their hard condition. The un- 
skilled man of ordinary strength would be ready to 
quit his work forever at the end of a day’s riveting, 
but the skilled hand is no. more tired when the quit- 
ting whistle -blows than the ordinary worker. His 
secret is that he uses his arms and hands merely to 
hold the hammer in place and makes the muscles of his 
body from the toes up do the work of swinging it back 
and forth. As a result no part of him is overstrained 
or too severely taxed.

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RADIANT HEAT VS. WARMED AIR. 








Strictly speaking, radiant heat should cover all heat 
emanating from any source, provided that it is given 
off by radiation, says an English writer whose ideas 
ire reproduced from the British “Domestic Engineer- 
ing,” published in Liverpool. He writes with special 
reference to the heating of hospitals and continues: 
Thus the pipes that are sometimes employed to warm 
rooms, and the radiators that are now so common, both 
of which are either dull black or painted in accordance 
with the decorations of the room, give out heat by radi- 
ation. But when one refers to radiant heat, one has in 
one’s mind the heat given out by a glowing fire of coals 
or wood logs, and it is in this sense that the ‘term will 
be used in this article. 

There is a distinct difference between the emana- 
tions from a glowing fire and those from a dull black 
mass of metal, quite apart from the fact that radiators 
are used in the latest practice more to warm air than 
to radiate heat. The glowing fire gives out light as 
well as heat, and if the latest researches on the subject 
are worth anything, if the common experience of man- 
kind is worth anything, light plays as important a part 
in health giving as heat. A coal fire is not the sun, but 
it is a nearer approach to the sun than a current of 
warmed air. Everyone who has a choice prefers to 
warm himself by a bright fire than by means of a 
warm air current; and it is a striking commentary 
on modern developments that in the western states of 
America the writer understands they are arranging in 
all recently built houses for coal fires to be used until 
the very cold weather sets in (?). 

The method of warming buildings by warming the 
air that is used for ventilating them has been gradu- 
ally developed, first in America and Canada, because 
the heating problem there was involved in a two-fold 
difficulty. The cold is very intense for a good many 
months of the year, and domestic labor is very scarce. 
It was a natural consequence of the apparent inability 
of the open fire to efficiently warm living rooms of 
any size. As the advocates of warmed air point out, 
the greater part of the heat furnished by the combus- 
tion of the coal is carried up the chimney with the 
products of combustion. The open fire is also subject 
to the disadvantage that its heating effect decreases 
very rapidly as one moves away from it. At six feet 
the heating effect is only one-fourth that at three feet, 
while at nine feet it would be only one-ninth. 

Again, physicists tell us that air is transparent to 
radiant heat. This is not quite correct. They appar- 
ently mean that the air through which the radiations 
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pass is not heated by them: + The air is heated; hough 
not to such an extent as when it is passed over a: heated 
surface.» The actual behavior of air m. the presence 
of heat’ is not thoroughly ‘tinderstood,:’ It ‘resists the 
passage of heat through it very strongly so long as it 
is not in motion, ‘but’immiediately atiy portion moves 
it becomes a very good heat dissipator; the convection 
currents that are set up Seecney a large 
quantities of “heat. 

The heat from open fireplaces acts by warming the 
surfaces of the objects and the walls of the room— 
by setting .up, convection currents in the air in contact 
with those objects, and by reflection from them, the 
latter operation giving rise to further convection cur- 
rents; so that, provided the area of a room to be 
warmed is not greater than a certain figure, and pro- 
vided that there are heat. absorbing objects in the 
room, such as beds, chairs, and other furniture, -it is 
perfectly. possible to. warm a room by a coal fire quite 
as well .as by any system of air warming; and the 
problem resolves itself, therefore, where the rooms are 
large, into'the provision of a sufficient number of fires 
ta.cover the whole of the hospital ward, or, whatever 
the room may be, and this again has been rendered 
quite practicable by the improvements in the modern 
fireplace. 

It is no longer necessary to place the fire at one end 
of the room. There may be as many as are necessary 
in different parts of the room, as in the new wards at 
Charing Cross Hospital. .The modern double stoves, 
with two fires looking in opposite directions, should 
furnish very efficient heating. In addition, the mod- 
ern fireplace does not allow all the heat to pass up the 
chimney. It is arranged, even in grates fitted in com- 
paratively small houses, to reflect a much larger por- 
tion of the heat out into the room than the old fire- 
place did, and further, many of them are arranged to 
provide a current of fresh warm air, coming from out- 
side the building, and warmed by passing over the back 
of the flue of the fireplace. 

If the heating problem be taken to consist of two 
parts, heating the human body as a whole and heating 
the air that is breathed, heating the body must be 
effected in a better manner by the direct rays from the 
glow of the fire—it is common experience that this is 
so—than at second hand, through the medium of air, 
heated by passing over a steam pipe, and any heating 
of the air that is wanted in addition should be provided 
by the air warming inet ts of the stoves de- 
scribed. 

Air heating on a large scale, as in the Plenum sys- 
tem, has also the disadvantage that is common to all 
machine products, it is too uniform, while men and 
women are not, especially when ill. It is possible to 
conceive that an amputating machine would expedite 
matters very much on a battlefield, and the man who 
had an average limb, which was injured in the average 
way, that for which the machine was constructed, 
might even come cff better than if operated on by the 
average army doctor; but few of us are average, and 
fewer are injured in the average manner. Similarly it 
appears to the writer, while giving the Plenum system 
full credit for what it has achieved, that its success is 
obtained at the cost of the individuality that is of such 
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enofmous importahce in :medical and surgical. work. 
Different wards may: requite different temperatures, 
and ‘different degrees of humidity of the atmosphere, 
at different times ofthe day, and not only so, but 
different portions of aiparticular ward may do so. 
This, it appears to him, is possible. with modern fire- 
places—but only with great difficulty, if at all, by any 
system of warming the air of several wards together.

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PATTERN FOR A “Y” BRANCH. 








fo THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I hand you below description and draft of pattern 
of a Y branch by triangulation, which was called 
for by “R. J.” of Philadelphia in your issue of March 
16th,

First draw an elevation A, B, C, D, E, as in Fig. 
A, the line J K giving the angle of branches from 
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hand draw and space half plan of branch, opening 
same as that on line A B (elevation). 

Now carry points on half plan at K’ to the left, 
intersecting them with lines dropped from points al- 
ready located on line AB (elevation). Trace line 
through points of intersection. This shows opening 
of branch in plan. 

Draw connecting lines tangent to plan of base and 
opening of branch, as at h and i, thus completing out- 
line of plan. 

Next take the length of two horizontal lines in para- 
bola at 10 and 12 in elevation, and set them off from 
C on line C’D’ plan. Now space one-fourth of plan 
of base D’E’ in three, and carry points to DE in 
elevation, and you are ready to describe triangles on 
plan and elevation. 

Extend line DE (elevation) indefinitely to right 














main pipe. On line A B draw a half plan of opening 
of branch, space, and carry points to line A B. 

The cross section at C D (the entire line) will be 
in the shape of a parabola; therefore, at the left of the 


elevation, and using C D as the center line, draw one- 


half a parabola, taking C D as the height and DE 


as the width, and space outline in three, projecting 
these points to line C D as at ro and 12 in the eleva- 
tion, 


Next, underneath draw half plan of base, setting 


dividers D E; then draw J’ K’ as in plan, apd at right 

















and erect perpendicular line LM, here laying out 
diagram of triangles as shown, taking base measure- 
ments from lines forming triangles in plan, and height 
from vertical height in elevation. 

When diagram is complete, draw line ae as in pat- 
tern, Fig. C. Set off same length as A E in elevation. 
Set dividers at space on half plan of branch opening 
and strike arc from a (pattern) and intersect it at 
3 with arc from e, with dividers set e-3 diagram of 
triangles. Now set another pair of dividers at space 
on plan of base, and strike arc from e (pattern) and 
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intersect it at 4 with arc from 3, dividers-set at 3-4, 
diagram of triangles. , 

Considering that each quarter of the plan: is spaced 
in three, after three spaces ‘have been built to base of 
pattern each sidé of line ae, thus giving full length 
of line DE (notice both elevation and: pattern), ~set 
that pair of dividers to space on outline of parabola 
and proceed as before. With this pair strike arc from 
D and intersect it at 10 with are from 9, dividers set 
9-10, diagram of triangles. 

The spaciig on opening of branch being’ all the 





same, that pair of dividers do not have to be 
changed. Continue until diagram of triangles have all 
been transferred, then for the last line of triangle use 
length of line B C (elevation). (Notice B C both ele- 
vation and pattern.)

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PAINTING FLAT-LOCK ROOFING TIN. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

For the information of the teaders of your valuable 
paper I submit the following observations on painting 
flat lock tin for roofing purposes : 

As 14x20 tin is usually specified for flat lock roofing 
we will assume that size tin is to be painted on the 
under side. _ Procure two sheet metal forms, made in 
the following manner: Take a piece of galvanized

iron about six inches wide by.thirty-two inches long 
Nineteen inches from either end bend the iron to 
square corner, turn -outwards-a half-inch -edge 0; 
top and bottom.. The bottom of the sheet iron for: 
will lock in the edges of-the sheet of tin, enabling th. 
tinner to paint the entire visible portion of the sheet o: 
tin. That part of the sheet directly under the tw. 
lock edges is not painted, so as the solder can flow 
under the lock edge without any interference from th: 
paint. I have: made and used such sheet metal form: 
for painting tin forty years ago. 

The top edge of the sheet iron form can be wired 
and rivet a handle so as to press the form on the sheet 
of tin while painting. Flat lock. tin is. laid “right 
hand,” “left hand” or partly “right and left.” Stand 
at the eave of a roof covered with flat lock tin, look 
towards the ridge. If the tin was laid to the left 
hand it is “right hand” soldering on the seams, run- 
ning up the roof. If the tin was laid to the right it is 
“left hand” or overhand soldering.

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RULES FOR MEASURING SLATE ROOFS, 








The following are the standard rules for measuring 
slate work. These rules are recognized and followed 
by roofers, architects and engineers wherever slate 
roofing is used, and in all standard works on the sub- 
ject: ; 

For Plain Roof.—Measure the length of the roof 
and multiply by the length of the rafter. 

For Roof with Hips, Valleys, Gables, Dormers, etc. 
—Measure each section through the center and mul- 
tiply by length of rafter; and in addition to the actual 
surface of roof measure the length of all hips and val- 
leys by one foot wide, also what the first or eave course 
shows to the weather by the length of the eaves. 

In some localities this rule is not adhered to strictly, 
but hips and valleys are always measured wherever 
slate is used. The extra measure on eave course is to 
compensate for-lost time in starting and laying the 
under-eave course, which does not show or count in 
the surface measure. The extra measure on hips and 
valleys is intended to compensate for extra labor and 
loss of material in cutting, fitting and laying same. 
No deduction is made for dormer windows, skylights, 
chimneys, etc., unless they measure more than four 
feet square. If more than four feet square and less 
than eight feet square, one-half is to be deducted. If 
more than eight feet square, deduct the whole. The 
reason for not deducting the whole of all opening is 
the extra work in cutting and fitting the slate, and put- 
ting in the flashings. Hips and valleys on spires are 
measured extra, same as above. If hips are mitred 
and flashed they should be charged for extra. If 
ridge roll is put on it is charged extra. Gutters, val- 
leys and all flashings are charged extra. 

It should always be remembered, in measuring 
roofs, that if the pitch of the roof is the same, size of 
building and projections the same, the mere fact that 
there are hips and valleys does not add to the surface 
of roof. As an example: Two buildings .of the same 
size may be roofed, one with plain pitch and gable 
roof (that is, two plain sides) and the other may have 
four hips, four gables and eight valleys. If both roofs 
are the same pitch, the roofs will measure exactly the 
same, and two measures are all that is necessary in 
measuring either—that is, the length of one eave and 
the length over both rafters, except that the extra 
measure on hips and valleys would have to be added 
on the cut up roof.—From “The Slate Roofer.’*

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE, 


A quiet tone has prevailed in the general hardware 
market during the past week, though the spring de- 
mand for builders’ hardware is regarded as satisfac- 
tory. The demand for other lines is less insistent 
than for several previous weeks, indicating a filling 
up of stocks for the early spring trade. 

Manufacturers are still behind on deliveries on old 
orders, although something has been done toward 
clearing the order books. Now and then some line of 
goods shows a slight advance in prices, but the list is 
generally firm at previous quotations. The effect of 
the high prices and delayed deliveries that exist in all 
the metal markets is being felt among hardware manu- 
facturers, and there is a sentiment that advances are 
due shortly that will be felt in every branch. 

In Chicago there is less complaint heard of stock 
shortage caused by slow deliveries, except in galvan- 
ized iron and wire goods. 

In wire nails there is a demand for prompt deliver- 
ies and mills continue from six to eight weeks behind 
in deliveries. They are receiving a premium of toc 
per keg for prompt deliveries. In cut nails deliveries 
are slow, owing to the inability of the mills to get 
raw material. The approach of the fencing season 
has caused an unprecedented demand for both barb 
and fence wire. An advance in this commodity would 
cause little surprise. 

Another advance of 5 cents per 100 square feet has 
been announced by manufacturers of wire cloth, 
effective April 1. 





TIN PLATE. 


Tin plates continue firm under a heavy demand for 
delivery during the second and third quarters at 
premiums of 10c per box. Mills are working to their 
full capacity and have plenty of business booked 
ahead. Prices of raw material continue high and an 
advance in tin plate prices would not be wholly unex- 
pected. The present prices stand at $4.09 for 100- 
pound coke plates f. 0. b. New York and $3.90 f. o. b.

MERCHANT BARS. 


The market for iron bars continues strong, although 
demand is slightly less than at last reports. Consump- 
tion, however, is large, and requirements heavy, and 
lower prices are not looked for. Prices continue firm. 
Pittsburgh reports business heavier than anticipated, 
with leading makers practically sold up until the mid- 
dle of the year. Steel bars are in demand by imple- 
ment makers. Mills positively refuse to make conces- 
sions this year to the implement men. 





PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market is again more active, with con- 
siderable demand for iron to supply current wants. 
There is a pronounced scarcity of iron in all sections, 
and it is estimated that the recent floods in Pittsburgh 
have cut down the production nearly 200,000 tons. 
Stocks on hand are very small, and a number of the 
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leading furnaces are entirely out of the market for 
any delivery. The extent to. which the Pittsburgh 
flood will affect the market cannot be estimated as yet. 

Some of the Southern furnaces are advancing 
prices, and special quotations are the rule. The gen- 
eral tendency of prices is strongly upward, the mar- 
ket being decidedly firm. Those who have been look- 
ing for lower prices are beginning to admit their 
mistake. 

There is very little foreign iron available and the 
demand exceeds the supply. j 

In the Chicago market prices hold very firmly, at a 
minimum of $23.50 for No. 2 foundry, last half.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: . 

“Tt is becoming more evident that the largest consumers 
have under-figured their requirements for the second quarter 
and are accordingly going to feel very seriously the lack of 
available iron for any delivery prior to July 1st. Recent heavy 
sales to large consumers for the second and third quarters 
have reduced available tonnage for these deliveries and as 
- there seems no let up in the pressure of buyers for iron past 
due and for additional tonnage for early shipment, the outlook 
for the next six months is not an alluring one to the average 
buyer. 

“Production during February showed slight daily increase 
but a number of furnaces have since blown out for one rea- 
son or another, and this increased production has been more 
than offset in the last month by idle plants. Among consum- 
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ers, conditions are as active as ever and with business now 
on hand, there is no reason why the average manufacturing 
concern should not continue at top speed during the balance 
of this year. This is, of course, provided that supply of raw 
material is adequate. Furnaces continue to withdraw from 
the market for varied periods ahead on account of well filled 
order books and all propositions on the part of buyers for 
large tonnage to break existing market figures, have been 
positively refused. 

“Pittsburg and. the Ohio River Valley have suffered this 
week and last week one of the most disastrous periods of 
high water in their history, and in Pittsburg particularly this 
has interfered with current manufacturing and has resulted 
in tremendous loss to the metal trade on account of shut- 
downs and actual damage. 

“In addition to the tie-up of railroads at points like Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville, it increases trouble the railroads have 
had for months in handling shipments from the South. It is 
sincerely hoped that we have seen the last of adverse weath- 
er conditions for the winter, as things could hardly be worse 
than they are at the present time. It is stated that these flood 
conditions will result in the loss in pig iron output of over 
100,000 tons in the Pittsburg district alone and means that 
the demand for spot iron will be more acute than at any time 
this year. 

“Coke is somewhat easier due mainly to the banking of 
furnaces and not to increased coke output. The latter seems 
almost an impossible accomplishment on account of condi- 
tions as they have existed in coke fields for weeks.” 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“There has been during the week a large increase in the 
demand for spot iron. From all parts of the North there 
has been a sudden call for iron for immediate shipment. 
Not only this, but customers are more insistent than ever 
in the matter of hurrying forward iron on back orders, and 
they are also begging to have shipments of iron not yet due 
anticipated. Consumers who have iron coming to them for 
April are asking as a special favor that it be shipped now. 
But not one furnace in twenty is able to accommodate custom- 
ers in this matter to the extent of even a single car load. 
As a matter of fact the furnaces are not getting in any 
better shape as the season progresses. On the contrary just 
now the situation is really worse than it has been, and 
the country is facing a real shortage of iron. The floods 
in the Ohio Valley forced no less than thirty-seven furnaces 
in the Pittsburg district alone to bank. In other parts of 
the country furnaces are in trouble, while the mining of 
coal and the movement of coke have been seriously inter- 
rupted. So it is that during the week production has been 
tremendously reduced. It will take some time before affairs 
are in normal shape again. The consequence of all this is 
that consumers have found their usual sources of supply sud- 
denly shut off and they have been forced to go into the 
general market to find what they could. This has resulted 
in an unexpected jump in inquiry for quick or nearby iron, 
so that this week the demand for it has been four or five 
times what it was a few weeks back. As for iron for for- 
ward shipment, there is but little change, though there is a 
steady booking of orders for the last six months of the year. 

“Tt looks now as if nothing could possibly happen for 
months to come that could change present strenuous condi- 
tions. Even in the South, where spring has really come, our 
information is to the effect that production cannot be in- 
creased, but that it will probably diminish. 

“Prices for the last half are unchanged. For quick 
shipment quotations are higher. : - 

“Coke has been decidedly more active, and a fine busi- 
ness has been done.”
